Recognizes Ireland’s Nationhood. 


The main points of the treaty are, 
first of all, that it is called a treaty, 
thus recognizing Ireland's nationhood. 
Ireland shali have a constitutional 
place in the ernpire, with Canada, Au- 
stralia, New Zealand, and South Africa. 
and her constitution shall be specific- 
ally based on that of Canada. The 
- pepresentative of the crown in Ireland 
shall be chosen in the same way as 
the Canadian viceroy. 
The difficult question of allegiance 
has been got over by an ingenious 
formula for an oatl:i, which must be 
taken by all members of the parlia- 
ment of the Irish Free State—which 's 
to be the name of the new dominion— 
as follows: 
do solemnly swear true faith 
and allegiance to the constitution of 
the Irish Free State as by law estab- 
lished and that I will be faithful to his 
majesty King George V., and his heirs 
and successors by law, in virtue of the 
common citizenship of Ireland with 
Great Britain and her adherence to 
and membership of the group of na- 
tions forming the BPritish common- 
wealth of nations.” 


Ireland Gets Own Army. { 


Other clauses in the document set 
out Ireland's right to have an army 
and coastal defense, her financial in- 
dependence, her admission of liability 
for a share in the British debt, and 
British rights to control certain ports. 

Ulster is to be included in the Irish 
Free State, but has the right by pe- 
tition to the king within a month to 
retain her present .gtatus. If she re- 
mains in the new Irish state she will 
retain local autonomy. : 

From Belfast tonight came reports 
that Premier Craig and other Ulster 
leaders were inclined to look much 
more favorably on the Irish treaty 
than they did the peace, proposals re- 
cently rejected. 


U. S. Recognized in Same Room. 


‘The document was signed in the 
historic cabinet room where England 
recognized formally her loss of the 
American colonies and the birth of the 
United States.

The signatures to the draft were at- 
tached by Mr. Lloyd George, J. Austen 
(Chamberlain, Lord Birkenhead, and 
Winston Churchill for England and 
Arthur Griffith, Gavan Duffy, and Rob- 
ert Barton for Ireland. A few minutes 
later Mr. Lloyd George’s secretary, G. 
Il. Shakespeare, rushed out into the 
street, Where an automobile was wait- 
ing. He dashed off for Euston station, } 
from where he left on a special train 
for Holyhead. He then boarded oneof 
the fastest destroyers in the British 
navy for Belfast. 7 

Thus Mr. Lloyd George kept his word 
to Sir James Craig to have the new 
proposals in his hands today.

LAND FOR SOLDIERS. 


| After each war, until the last, the 
government has been enabled to give 
homes to its returned soldiers, and a 
‘large part of our settlement and devel- 
‘opment has attended this generous pro- 
vision of land for the nation’s de- 
fenders. 

| There is yet unreserved approxi- 
‘mately 200,000,000 acres in the public 
‘domain, 20,000,000 acres of which are 
known to be susceptible of reclamation 
and made fit for homes by provision for 
irrigation. 

The government has been assisting 
in the development of its remaining 
lands until the estimated increase in 
iand values in the irrigated sections 
is fully $500,000,000, and the crops of 
1921 abone on these lands are estimated 
to exceed $100,000,000. 

Under the law authorizing these ex- 
penditures for development the ad- 
vances are to be returned, and it would 
be good business for the government 
to provide for the reclamation of the 
remaining 20,000,000 acres in addition 
to expediting the completiog of proj- 
ects long under Way. | 

Under what is known as the coal and 
gas lease law, applicable also to depos- 
its of phosphates and other minerals 
on the public domain, leases are now 
being made on the royalty basis and 
are producing large revenues to the 
government. JJnder this legislation 10 
per cent of all royalties is to be paid 
directly to the federal treasury, and of 
the remainéer 50 per centum is to be 
used for reclamation of arid lands by 
irrigation, and 40 per centum is to be 
paid to the-states in which the opera- 
tions are located, to be used by them 
for schoo] and road purposes. 


Reclatming the Swamps. 

These resources are so vast, and the 
development is affording so reliable a 
basis of estimate, that the interior de- 
partment expresses the belief that ul- 
timately the present law wtf add in 
royalties and payments to the treas- 
uries of the federal government and 
the states containing these public lands 
a total of $12,000,000,000. This means, 
of course, an added wealth of many 
times that sum. ‘These prospects seem 
‘to afford every justification of govern- 
ment advances in reclamation and irri- 
gation. 

Contemplating the inevitable and de- 
sirable increase of population, there is 
apother phase of reclamation fully 
worthy of consideration. “There are 
79,000,000 acres of swamp and cutover 
‘lands which may be reclaimed and 
made as valuable as any farm lands 
we possess. -These acres are largely 
located in southern states, and the 
greater proportion is owhed by the 
states or by private citizens. Congress 
has a report of the survey of this field 
for reclamation, and the feasibility is 
established. I gladly commend federal 
aid, by way of advances, where state 
and private participation is assured. 

Home making is one of the greater 
benefits which government can bestow. 
Measures are pending embodying these 
sound policies to which we may well 
adhere. It is easily possible to make 
available permanent homes which will 
provide, in turn, for prosperous Amer- 
ican families, without injurious com- 
petition with established activities or 
imposition on wealth already acquired. 


RELIEF FOR RUSSIA 


While we are thinking of promoting 
the fortunes of our own people, I am 


thought of America for fellow human 
beings who are suffering and dying of 
starvation in Russia. A severe draught 
in the valley of the Volga has plunged 
15,000,000 people into grievous famine. 
Our voluntary agencies are exerting 
themselves to the utmost to save the 
lives of children in this area, but it 
is now evident that unless relief is 
afforded the loss of life will extend 
into many millions. American cannot 
be deaf to such a call as that. 

We do not recognize the govern- 
ment of Russia; nor tolerate the propa- 
ganda which emanates therefrom, but 
we do not forget the traditions of 


Russian friendship.

We may put 
aside our consideration of all interna- 
tional politics and fundamental differ- 
ences in government. The big thing 
is the call of the suffering and the 
dying. Unreservedly I recommend the 
appropriation necessary to supply the, 
American relief administration with 
10,000,000 bushels of corn and 1,000,000 
bushels of seed grains, not alone to 
halt the wave of death through star- 
vation, but to enable spring planting 
in areas where the seed grains have 
been exhausted temporarily to stem 
starvation. 

The American relief administration 
is directed in Russia by former officers 
of our armies, and has fully demon- 
strated its ability to transport and dis- 
tribute relief through American hands 
without hindrance or loss. The time 
has come to add the government sup- 
port to the wonderful relief already 
wrought out of the generosity of the 
American private purse. | 

I am not unaware that we have 
suffering at home.. When it extends 
the capacity for the relief within the 
states concerned, it Will have federal 
consideration. It seems gto me we 
should be indifferent to our own heart 
promptings, and out of accord with 
the spirit which acclaims the Christ- 
mas tide, if we do not give out of 
our abundance to lighten this burden 
of woe upon a people blameless and 
helpless in famine’s peril. 


Tax Evasion Amendment. 


There are a full score of topics con- 
cerning which it would be becoming 
to address you, and on which I hope to 
make report at a later time. I have 
alluded to the things requiring your 
earlier *attention. However, I cannot 
end this limited address without a sug- 
gested amendment to the organic law. 

Many of us belong to that school 
of thought which is hesitant abo®t al- 
tering the fundamental law. I think 
our tax problems, the tendency of 
wealth to seek nontaxable investment, 
and the menacing ‘increase of public 
debt, federal, state, and municipal— 
all justify a proposal to change the 
constitution so as to end the issue of 
nontaxable bonds. No action can 
change the status of the many bDil- 
lions outstanding, but we can guard 
against future encouragement of cap- 
ital paralysis, while a halt in the 
growth of public indebtedness would 
be benedptel throughout our whole 
land.

There ought to be 
known what influence it will have qn 
the inevitable refunding of our vast na- 
tional debt, how it will operate.on the 
necessary refunding of state and mu- 
nicipal debt, how the advantages of 
nation over state and municipal, or 
the contrary, may be avoided. 

Clearly the states would not ratify 
to their own apparent disadvantage. 
I suggest the consideration because the 
drift of wealth into nontaxable securi-’ 
ties is Hindering the flow of large cap- 
ital to our industries, manufacturing 
agricultural, and carrying, until v 
are discouraging the very activities 
which make our wealth.

the earnest approbation of the nation. The mes- 
Sage expresses a calm and carefully balanced con- 
siderativeness which is reassuring. It suggests a 
fairness, wise moderation and earnest effort to lay 
hold of sound principles and practicable measures. 
There is in it the fine spirit of idealism which lives 
in the American conscience and yet it keeps its 
feet on the ground. There is a comforting mini- 
mum of rhetoric and of high flying generalization. 
The message in short is an expression of the com- 
mon sense as well as the common feeling of the 
nation and is therefore capable of being realized 
in a profitable and well rounded body of legislation, 
executive action and well supported policy. 

The President’s recommendations of an early 
settlement of tariff revision, for authority for 
executive adjustment of a flexible tariff to meet 
the changeful conditions incident to the present 
state of commercial and financial reorganization, 
and for authority to negotiate refunding arrange- 
ments of war debts are especially worthy of adop- 
tion. The return of business to healthful activity, 
already begun, will be aided and accelerated by 
the earliest possible decision on the main lines of 
our tariff policy; while the desirability of a greater 
flexibility in our tariff impositions regulated hy 
executive contro! is clear to any disinterested ob- 
server of present international trade conditions. 
The older system of fixed schedules is inapplicable 
to our present problems. It is also necessary that 
the executive should have power to negotiate re- 
funding conditions. No other plan, it seems to us, 
is practicable. The only way in which congress 
could assist in this matter is by the approval of 
genera! outlines of refunding policy, and the Presi- 
dent himself assures congress no question of major 
policy will be determined without congressional 
approval. Especially we hope congress will recog: 
nize that the refunding of the huge &&bts owed 
us by foreign nations is a problem whose solution 
is one for impartial financial and economic science, 
and should not be complicated by sentiment or 
politics. | 

In both this matter and that of the tariff the 
present executive’s sound and careful judgment 
and his breadth of view can be relied upon to pro- 
tect American interests more effectually than they 
could be protected if left to the contending infiu- 
ences which manifest themselves in congressional 
discussion and action. 

In*his discussion of the problem of agricultural 
production and'stablilization, of cojperative market- 
ing, of rate policy resulting in undue concentra- 
tion, with its attendant waste and mal-distribu- 
tion of population, the President opens up a far 
reaching field of policy of primary importance to 
the nation’s strength and healthy progress. In his 
discussion of industrial controversy and the evolu- 
tion of better methods of adjustment and mutual 
aid he broaches another equally important. It is 
to be hoped his remarks will stimulate considera- 
tion of these questions throughout the nation and 


If the analogy of the Orange Free State is good, 
the relations between freland and Great, Brital 
ought to improve as time goes on. The two have 
natural reasons for good relations if natural causes 
can be released from the perversities of men. In 
the organization of agriculture and industry they 
need each other and*can flourish in their inter- 
change. 

If the Irish get a free state within the limita- 
tions of the agreement, they will have won it by 
fighting for it. The pressure their belligerency 
kept upon British opinion constantly liberalized 
the government’s concessions. The English did 
not want to apply effective coercion. White civil- 
ization was sick of that. There was luckily ,Joyd 
George to deal with the situation. With the Curzon 
type it would have been hopeless. Lioyd George 
has wings for every wind. 

The United States has been inextricably involved 
in the Irish controversy. There are more Irish 
voices in the United States than there are in Ire- 
land. We suspect the United States contained 
more objectors to English procedure in Ireland 
than Ireland did. 

Englishmen have asked Americans why they 
| permitted the Irish question to affect their politics. 
The American answer was, why did the English 
permit it to affect thelr own? There are more 
people of Irish blood and sympathies here than 
there. 

We have had a candidate for President running 
for election on his promise of what he would do 
for Ireland in the League of Nations. We have 
had congress investigating the acts of the British 
in Ireland. We have had our politics and in some 
cases our national policies dominated by Irish 
hatred of Great Britain. The United States could 
not get rid of it because it was woven into the 
fabric of the nation. 

Good feeling between the United States and 
Great Britain was-impaired by what happened in 
Ireland. Bad feeling was made worse. If Great 
Britain had used real coercion in Ireland the 
United States would have been in a turmoll. 

We hope the fight is settled to the satisfaction 
of everybody. It will be a good thing for the 
United States.

Astigmatism is a conditi@n rather than 4 
disease. That part of the human eye 
through which the light passes normally has 
a shape adapted to its work. If the curves 
are too sharp or too flat the eye is near 
sighted or far sighted. If the curves aré 
uneven, a little too sharp in one place and 
a little too flat in another, the rays of 
light which penetrate the eyeba!] are bent 
unevenly. That condition is known as sa#& 
tigmatism. 

In most instances the eyeball just grew 
that way. Perhaps some ascertainable cause 
makes it grow that way in some cases. 

The remedy ts wearing glasses ground 60 
that the combination of lens, of glass and 
lens of eye bends thé rays properly.
